G. DIAPHORETICS. 

All thoſe medicines which promote the 
ſenſible or inſenſible diſcharge by the ſkin, 
require to be aſſiſted in their operation by 
the plentiful uſe of weak, tepid drinks, fuch 
as warm water, gruel, tea, or the like. Ex- 
cept in the plague, Sydenham thought that 
it was the duty of a phyſician not to force 
out a ſweating in any caſes, but to leave it 
to nature, Notwithſtanding this admoni- 
tion, however, modern practitioners have 
frequent recourſe to medicines which pro- 
duce this effect, in the treatment of various 
diſeaſes. Accordingly, they are recom- 
mended in malignant fevers, in dyſenteries, 
in rheumatiſms, in gout, in dropſies, and in 
venereal affections. On the other hand, ow- 
ing to-the heating qualities of many of them,

It is added, 
that Dr. Warren, of Taunton, adminiftered 
fixed air in the ſame manner, with the molt 
happy effect. Larger quantities, ſuch as a 
pint, may be employed if thought proper.— _ 
The ſame ingenious philoſopher, conſidering 
the great antiſeptic power of nitrous air, con- 
ceived that conſiderable uſe might be made 


M of 
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of it alſo, as well as of fixed air, in the form 
of clyſters ; and accordingly he 'contrived, 
with the help of the above-mentioned Mr. 
Hey, to convey a quantity of it up the anus of 
a dog. The animal gave manifeſt ſigns of 
uneaſineſs as long as he retained it; though 
it is added that, in a few hours afterwards he 
was as lively as ever, and ſeemed to have 
ſuffered nothing from the operation. He 
thinks if the nitrous air was diluted either 
with common air, or fixed air, the bowels 
might bear it better, and that thus it might 
be of uſe to check or correct putrefaction in 
the inteſtinal canal, or other parts of the 
fyſtem. But when we conſider that a quan- 
tity of nitrous acid, which 1s a principal in- 
gredient in it, 15 formed or developed in 
mixtures of the nitrous air with common air, 
and that thus a very ſtimulant and irritating 
matter is produced; we ſhould be cautious 
of adminiſtering it in this way, or indeed in 
any other, till further experiments on brutes 
ſhall have ſhewn that it may be thus employed 
with perfect ſafety. FT

Some eminent phyſicians, and particularly 
Dr. Heberden, have doubted whether the 
internal employment of aſtringents be of any 
ſervice in ſtopping hæmorrhagies, except 
thoſe of the prime viæ: But from the well- 
known power which many of the medicines 
of this claſs poſſeſs, in preventing the recur- 

rence of a paroxyſm of intermittent fever, 
very ſoon after they have been taken into the 
ſtomach, and before it can be ſuppoſed they 
have entered the circulation, Dr. Cullen is 
induced to abide by the old and common opi- 
nion of their uſe, ſeeing it not difficult to con- 

ceive, that their action may be communicated, 
by means of the nervous ſyſtem, from the 
ſtomach to the remoteſt parts of the body : 
An explanation which ſeveral caſes of internal 
bleedings that have ceaſed after their exhibi- 
tion, ſeem to render probable. 

In genera], the remedies of this claſs are 
employed with moſt ſucceſs for reſtraining 
immoderate diſcharges, and eſpecially thoſe 
of the alimentary canal ; but it is proper to

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notice, that there are ſome evacuations of that 


kihd, ſuch as dyſentery, in the early ſtages of 
which they are manifeſtly hurtful.

For theſe reaſons, a good deal of 
caution is required in the uſe of them; and 
it will often be | age to employ a ſmaller 
proportion of the metallic ſalt than is ſet 
down in the preſcription above.

AMONGST the — or this claſs, 
the Peruvian bark ſtands the firſt; and as a 
tonic, it is more extenſively and more ſue- 
ceſsfully employed than any other article in 

the materia medica. Thus it is the grand 
remedy in intermitting and remitting fevers, 
concerning its adminiſtration, ' in which we 
ſhall make ſome remarks farther oh. Nor is 
it leſs ſerviceable in the convaleſcent ſtate af- 
ter all fevers. In the ſame manner, it is of 
great uſe in various painful and periodical 
complaints, ſuch as head-achs, - hyſterical, 
rheumatic, and gouty affections; in many 
convulſive diſorders, ſuch as epilepſy, St. 
Vitus's dance, &c. as will be more particu- 
larly noticed under the claſs of antiſpaſmo- 
dics; in moſt cachectic diſeaſes, ſuch as 
dropſy, ſcurvy, ſcrophula, and rickets : And 
laſtly, it is given with advantage in caſes of 
old ulcers, to produce good matter, and bring ö 
on an healing diſpoſition.

For covering the taſte of 
it, to which ſome people have an almoſt in- 
vincible diſike, ſweet mucilaginous liquids. 
are found. to anſwer beſt. Lewis recom-- 
mends the infuſion of liquorice root; but for 
this purpoſe we have found, with Dr. Lind, 
milk to anſwer beſt. The powder muſt be 
ſwallowed immediately after it is mixed with 
it, otherwiſe the flavour of the bark wil be 
imparted to the milk. 


It is now a matter generally agreed upon 
amongſt thoſe that have had moſt experience 


in ſuch kinds of fevers, that the earlier the 
bark is given in inter mittents, the better. | 
Accordingly the preſent improved practice 
does not admit of loſing time, as was for- 
merly done, in the employment of a courſe 
of preparatory medicines, and in waiting till the 
diſeaſe has gone through ſeveral periods: All 
the preparation which is now judged neceſ- 
fary, is to cleanſe the firſt paſſages by an eme-

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tic and purge, and then recourſe i is immediate- 
ly had to 3 Peruvian febrifuge; or at moſt, 
if there ſnould be a redundancy of bile, with 
appearances of obſtruction in the liver, ſmall 
doſes of calomel are uſed, and ſometimes 
continued ſo as to excite a gentle ſalvation : 

But where the patients are very weak, and the 
fits are very violent, as often happens i in the 
hot climates ; neither the yellowneſs of the 
Kin, nor an obſtructed liver, ſhould intimi- 

date the practitioner from immediately pre- 
ſeribing the bark; ſince, as Dr. Cleghorn 
has judiciouſly remarked, this medicine is 
even under ſuch circumſtances of the greateſt 
uſe, as it averts ſudden death, and gains time 
to join with it other means towards compleat- 


ing a cure; and, upon the whole, he ven- 


tures to affirm, that more bad conſequences 
enſue from giving it too late than too foon. 
On theſe occaſions, where the general ſtate 
of the patient will not allow of adminiſtering 
evacuants by themſelves; and yet where ſome 
particular ſymptoms indicate their uſe, they 
may be given in conjunction with the bark, 
of which fort of formulæ ſeveral examples 
will be noticed farther on.

Dr. Cullen, ſeeing that 
the effects of this medicine on the human 
body are not very durable, directs, after the 
manner of the —— Schedule, the exhibi- 
tion of it in large doſes as near as poſſible to 
the times of acceſſion; and ſuch, too, was 
in many inſtances the practice of Torti:— 


Other phyſicians, on the contrary, ſuch as 


Morton formerly, and Werlhof latterly, have 
found it generally anſwer beſt to employ it 
immediately as the hot fit goes off, perſiſting. 
in its uſe during the whole time of. interimii- 
fion, and until the cold fit comes on. This. 
was the way alſo in which the celebrated em- 
pyric Talbor uſed to adminiſter the bark. 
By this method a larger quantity of the drug 
may be thrown into da body, and thus the 
recurrence of the paroxyſms, and eſpecially a 
relapſe, ſeems to be more effectually prevented. 
Which ſoever method is adopted, it will ge- 
nerally be proper to continue the medicine; 
but in ſmaller doſes, and with longer inter- 
vals of repetition, for ſome time after the re- 
moval of the fits, in order to Prevent a re

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lapſe. To make it ſit eaſy on the ſtomach, 
and to prevent it from paſſing off too quickly 
by ſtool, it is often neceſſary to join aroma- 
tics and opiates with it; of which compoſi- 
tions examples will be met with farther on. 
As the Peruvian bark is a remedy which 
is now univerſally employed for the cure of 
agues, and as the ſucceſs of it in theſe caſes 
depends ſo much upon the proper adminiſtra- 
tion of it; we judged it would be of uſe, to 
the younger part of the profeſſion, at leaſt, 
to collect, as we have done, under one view, 
the principal eircumſtances that require to be 
attended to; in doing which we have been 
Carried, we perceive, beyond our uſual li- 
mits: But the importance ef the object, we 
hope, will be a ſufficient juſtification. 
Many of the preceding remarks, we may 
add, En apply equally to remitting fevers; 
and we muſt not forget to notice that, where 
it can be had genuine (though we are forry 
to obſerve that a ſpurious kind is now too 
commonly ſold) the red Peruvian bark, be- 
ing, as Dr. Saunders has ſhewn, ſo much 
ſtronger, and more certain in its effects, is to 
be preferred, on all occaſions, to the pale or 
ates, as the common fort 1s called.

Where from a redundancy of bile or ob- 
ſtructions of the-viſcera, a looſe ſtate. of the 
bowels is required during the uſe of the bark, 
the aſſociation of a neutral ſalt with it in this 
way, is found to be uſeful.

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In the 1 of theſe calces ain 
the phyſicians on the continent have been 
more ſucceſsful than thoſe of our own coun- 
try. According to their reports, they are 
not only ſerviceable in epilepſy, but likewiſe 
in ſeveral other ſpaſmodic diſorders, ſuch as 
hyſteria, chorea, hooping-cough. Amongſt 
our own practitioners, Dr, Percival recom- 
mends the uſe of them in confumptions, aſth- 


ma, and other affections of the lungs. The

grains; though Dr. Donald Monro ſays that 


he has ſeen them often given to the quantity 


of twenty, and even thirty grains. Dr. Cul- 
len relates that, in remote parts of Scotland, 
where the flores zinci were not to be had, he 
frequently preſcribed the vitriolum album;

Dr. Murray thinks the maceration ſhould 
be continued longer; and adds, that in his 
own practice he generally gives three or four 
times the quantity here preſcribed; doſes, 
which Linnæus himſelf is willing to allow in 
fome caſes. On theſe authorities, and more 
eſpecially on the authority of M. Severi, who 
ſays that this vegetable neither diſorders the 
ſtomach nor bowels, though taken very 
freely, we would recommend the infuſion to 
be made with at leaſt a double proportion of 

the root. This medicine has been adminiſ- 
tered with conſiderable ſucceſs in ſeveral acute 
diſeaſes, chiefly of a bilious nature, in the 
Weft Indies and South America, from whence 
it is brought to us. It has been tried alſo, 
with the like advantage, in the ſame caſes, and 
in many chronic diſorders beſides, in ſeveral 
parts of Europe, and particularly in Sweden; 
where, according to Bergius, it has long ſince 
become a ſtanding remedy of the ſhops. It 
ſeems to be chiefly efficacious in debilities of 
the ſtomach and inteſtinal canal, in nervous 
complaints, and in ſome painful affections 
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that recur - periodically, ſock as head-ach and 
gout. Of its uſe in the laſt of theſe caſes, eſpe- 
cially when of the irregular or atonic kind, 
Linnæus, Sandifort, Bergius, and Thorſten- 
ſen, bear ſtriking teſtimony. Among our 
own practitioners, Dr. Donald Monro has 
frequently ordered, with good effects, both 
the powder and infuſion of this root, in fe- 
vers; and has likewiſe found it to be a good 
ſtoniachic bitter in many caſes: And Dr.

from what is there ſaid, but that © it has 
been recommended in phthiſis and ſcorbutus,” 
and that © if it have any effect, it is probably 
only as a mild article of diet.” 

To come back again to our own writers, 
we find, in like manner, that no notice has 
been taken of it by Dr. Donald Monro; 
though he has treated of ſome other vege- 
tables, which, hke this, are recommended 
only by! foreign authorities, but whoſe uſes, 
we cannot hel thinking, are neither ſo im- 

portant, nor & well atteſted, as thoſe of the 
plant in queſtion. 
After all, therefore, the Britiſh able 
would ſtill have been without any tolerable 
account of the Iceland-liverwort (if we except 
the Latin differtation printed by a foreigner at 
Glaſgow, and the obſervations that have ap- 
peared in Dr. Simmons's Journal) but for 
Dr. Aikin, who, in his edition of Lewis, 
which preceded all the above-mentioned 
works, has given a conciſe hiſtory of this ar- 
ticle, taken, for the moſt part, from Bergius.

tried. At length, however, aſter an interval 
of more than thirty years, the public atten- 
tion was again rouſed to this ſubject by Sco-— 
up © Poli's 
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It's obſervdtions upon it in 1769; ſince 
which time it has been much employed, and 
with great ſucceſs, in Germany and other 
parts of the continent, as appears from the 
writings of Ebeling, Stoll,. Cramer, eee 
Paulizky, Quarin, pry others, | 
The ſenſible qualities of this lichen, are 
thoſe of a bitter and a mucilage. To the laſt 
its owes its alimentary, to the firſt its tonic 
power; and to the preſence of both, all its 
peculiar medical virtues. It has this great 
advantage, as Profeſſor Murray has obſerved, 
oyer other mucilaginous vegetable | ubſtances, 
that it does not, like them, bind the body; 
but, on the contrary, keeps it looſe and open, 
without, however, at the large time ares 
too cathartic. 

Spitting of blood, when it does not pro- 
| ceed ſrom an inflammatory diatheſis, con- 
ſumptions, chronic catarrhs; in ſhort, all 
diſorders of the lungs, from pituitous deflux- 
ions and weakneſs, are the caſes in which this 

medicine has been found eſpecially uſeful. 
The effects aſcribed to it in theſe inſtances, 
are, that it mitigates the cough, facilitates 
the breathing, abates the fever, promotes the 
expectoration, increaſes the appetite (by in- 
Da organs of digeſtion along with

ſtrengthens the whole ſyſtem. Even when 
theſe diſorders have proceeded to ſuch a pitch 
as not to admit of a cure, ſtill it is ſaid to 
render the ſufferings of the patient more to- 
lerable, and to prolong the number of his 
Nor is it only in the above- mentioned 
caſes, that the Iceland-liverwort has been 
employed with advantage. It has alſo prov- 
ed ſerviceable in diarrhæas of long ſtanding, 
in ſome kinds of dyſentery, in ſcurvy, &c. 
And, in convaleſcencies from fevers, where 
the body has been weakened and emaciated 
by want of food, by evacuations, and by the 
exhauſting power of the diſeaſe, eſpecially if 
the lungs have ſuffered, this plant is recom- 
mended as an excellent tonic and reſtorative 
medicine. 3 5 
It is generally preſcribed in the form of a 
decoction, of which there are two kinds, viz. 
one, that is prepared with milk, and another 
with water. Of the firſt, Hartmann has an 
example with two drams of the herb to a pint 
of milk, which is ordered to be drunk off in 
a morning. Bergius directs it to be boiled up 
in the ſame medium to the thickneſs of a 
pottage, which he gave to the amount of a 
quarta day, to conſumptive patients; = 
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of whom, he ſays, were not only recovered, 
but were even madè fat by it. But milk, 
though it covers in ſome meaſure the bitter- 
neſs of the medicine, and is generally ſuppoſ- 
ed to be ſuited to phthiſical perſons, does ne- 
vertheleſs diſagree, in ſuch caſes, with many 
ſtomachs, and renders the medicine too glu- 
tinous and heavy for almoſt all. For theſe 
reaſons, the watery decoction ſeems to be the 
beſt preparation of the two, and as ſuch we 
have given it the preference. 
With regard to the quantity proper to be 
given, the doſes ſhould be ſo proportioned 
and repeated, that about an ounce of the 
herb be conſumed in a day. The uſe of it 
muſt be continued for weeks or months, ac- 
cording to its effects and the obſtinacy of the 
diſeaſe. fer | . 
It may. be proper to ſubjoin, that Dr. Stoll 
has forbidden it to be preſcribed where the 
lungs are really inflamed. M. Herz, of Ber- 
lin, has given ſimilar cautions with regard to 
its exhibition in pulmonic affections; and 
has, moreover, obſerved that it is not proper 
in dyſenteric caſes, as long as the tongue and 
fauces remain foul, the ſtomach and inteſtines 
not ſufficiently cleanſed, with ſymptoms of 
inflammation, and fixed pain in any part of

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Thus, from donſidering the little notice 
that has been hitherto paid to it amongſt us, 
and the great ſucceſs with which it has been 
often employed abroad, in one of the moſt 
refractory and fatal diſorders with which man- 
kind are afflicted, we have been led to ex- 
tend our account of this article much beyond 
our ordinary limits. Happy ſhall we think 
ourſelves, if, by ſo doing, we ſhall ſtimulate 
the practitioners of this kingdom to give it a 
fair trial; a circumſtance the leſs difficult to 
bring about, as the plant itſelf is by no means 
confined to the country from whence its tri- 
vial name is derived, but, on the contrary, 
grows naturally in Great Britain.

To 
reconcile this ſtriking difference, therefore, 
between two ſuch credible obſervers, we muſt 
ſuppoſe, if the camphor is not to be con- 
ſidered as the principal agent in Dr. Bang's 
preſcription, either that the activity of the 
muſk is greatly promoted by ſuch an addi- 
tion, or that what is ſent to Denmark is of a 
ſuperior quality to that which comes to Eng- 
land.

Pure wine, in the hands of a ſkilful and 


judiciqus practitioner, is one of the beſt and 
moſt powerful ſtimulants which art or nature 
are capable of affording; for, beſides its well 
known uſe as a cordial in the common caſes of 
languor, weakneſs, and exhauſtion, modern 
practice has moreover ſhewn it to be an ad- 
mirable remedy in ſcurvy, gangrene, and 
1 fevers. In the advanced ſtages of the 


laſt- mentioned fevers, it has been adminiſter- 


ed with the beſt effect by Pringle, Huxham, 


Brokelſby, &c. The firſt named phyſician 


uſed to order, in the jail or hoſpital fever, 
from a quarter to half a pint in a day, of the 
ſtrong kind of wine; and of Rheniſh or {mall 
French wine, as much as, a quart a day. In 
low or nervous fevers, Dr. Gilchriſt allowed 
a bottle a day; and Dr. Heyſham gave as 
much as two bottles and a half in the ſpace of 
twenty-four hours, in the putrid fever which 
appeared at Carliſle in 178 1, and thinks that 


even more might ſometimes be given with 


great advantage. Other practitioners have 
adminiſtered wine as liberally in ſuch caſes, 
and with the like ſucceſs. Port wine is that 
which is generally employed in, and beſt 
ſuited 
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ſuited to the above-mentioned caſes. It is 
proper to remark, however, that there are 
certain ftates in low and malignant fevers, in 
which the exhibition of wine is manifeſtly 
hurtful; and its uſe ſhould always be lid 
aſide whenever i it is found to increaſe. the heat, 
watchfulneſs, or delirium.
